The total for seven months, July 
to January, 1917-18, was £17,622,782 a decrease of £4,319,891, or 19°7 
per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916-17,

£184,055, or 1°7 per cent. moré than in the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during January, 1918, was 6,055 oz. crude, 
equal to 5,858 oz. fine, valued at £24,885, and showed a decrease of 
944 oz. fine, and £4,007 in value, compared with January of last 
year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in January, 1918, prices were 37:2 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; 4°5 per cent. higher than in January, 1917 ; and 1-0 per cent. 
higher than in the preceding month, December, 1917. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
January, 1918, 80:4 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 8-9 percent. 
higher than in January, 1917; and 3:2 per cent. higher than in 
December, 1917. All cuts of beef, and several cuts of mutton advanced 
about a halfpenny a pound. Eggs were about 3d. per dozen dearer 
than in December; candles and blue also rose, while potatoes and 
cheese declined.

Land Selections.—During January, 77 applications were made for 41,440 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 60,837 acres, representing "6 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas. set 
apart for returned soldiers.

Meteorology.—The rain throughout the State was above the average, and 
marks the fifth successive month in which the total precipitation was in 
excess of normal. Wind and rainstorms occurred on several occasions, 
but were more pronounced on the coast, towards the close of the month. 
Cyclonic conditions developed between Sydney and Newcastle, with 
accompanying gales, rough seas, and copious rains. Moderate to strong 
gales also were reported at various places on the South Coast, and floods 
were experienced at some stations. The temperature, generally, was hot 
and sultry. 


Vital Statistics— Sydney and Suburbs— January, 1918.—The births 
registered numbered 1,698, equal to 26:21 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 866 were males and 832 females. The rate is unsatisfactory, as 
it is 8 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 622, namely, 299 males and 323 females, equal 
to a rate of 9:60 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 10 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 72:4 per 1,000 births, being 8 per cent. 
below the average for the month of January for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
January, 384 new buildings, as compared with 369 in January, 1917.

The prices of all other commodities in the above table remain as fixed by the N.S.W. Necessary 
Commodities Control Commission, the Minister haying adopted those prices when the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment assumed the control of prices under the War Precautions Act. The price of Tallow was fixed at £30 
a ton on 5th March, 1917, as from 12th idem, but the proclamation was annulled on 8th idem.
